TORONTO, April 25.—The won- 
ders of surgery’s powers of recon- 
struction of bodies ravaged by dis- 
case or accident were demonstrated 
by Dr. Fulton Risdon, at Western 
Hospital, before twenty of the con- 
tinent’s best plastic surgeons, mem- 
bers of the American Association of 
Oral and Plastic Surgeons, in a four 
hour clinic, 

The first case treated was that of 
a young girl who since the age of 
two has suffered from jaw trouble. 
She has never been able to properly 
open and shut her mouth, The orig- 
inal fracture of the jaw, at the age 
of two, had resulted in the lower jaw 


bone becoming attached § to the 
skull. During a long process of time, 
| the jaw has been properly “re- 


hinged” and set together. 

Dr, Risdon, in his demonstration, 
took a section of bone from an- 
other part of the body, where it is 
not essential, and by cutting it to 
shape, and moulding it to his re- 
quirements, built it into the chin. 

In the next case, that of a man of 
about 40, whose entire face had deen 
distorted by a cancer operation, Dr. 
Risdon effected the first of a series 
of four operations to reconstruct “is 
face.. The man's lips and jaw bones 
were missing from the chin three 
inches back. When completed, the 
Jaw will be reconstructed, lips made 
practically normal, and skin grafted 
over the scars of the past,

Crew Of Schooner 
Nine Days Adrift 
Rescued At Sea

THE COUNTY SYSTEM? 


Legislation was passed at the recent 
session of the logislature which enables 
two or more municipalities to unite for the 


purpose of carrying out any particular 
duty which may be imposed upon 
municipalities, or conceded to them, by 
statute. Following this a conference is to 


held during the summer when the Govern- 
ment will meet representatives of the 
municipalities to discuss matters whereon 
it would be advisable to take such united 
action. | 
The trend of this legislation is toward 
the establishment of a county system. It 
is conceivable that under the new legisla- 
tion as it stands something very much 
resembling the county, as this exists in | 
the older provinces and in the United 
States, could be brought into existence. 
It is in order therefore that the taxpayers 
of the province ask themselves how far 
they want to go in that direction; rernem- 
bering that if another body is to be 
interposed between the municipal council 
and the Provincial Government that will 
mean more governing machinery, more 
expense, and ultimately more taxation. 


A TIMELY DISCOVERY 


One of the first acts of Mr. Hoover as 
President of the United States was to stop 
the leasing of oil lands. This as one step 
in the conservation of the supply. Produc- 
tion is to be limited. Heretofore it has | 
been unlimited; with the result that the 
world has been drawing heavily upon 
United States oil resources and these are | 
now showing signs of approaching exhaus- 
tion. At the same time the demand in the 
United States for fuel and _ lubricating 
oils and gasoline is growing at a steadily 
accelerating rate. 

How much restriction is to pe applied 
to production is unknown. But if it is 
carried to the point that the demand in 
any quarter is refused, it is the foreign 
market that will be denied first. It is for- 
tunate in more ways than one that at this 
juncture a great oil field has been located 
and put under development in Alberta. 
Should the United States supply be shut 
off, as a measure of national conservation, 
Canada will be able to take care of its own 
needs from its own wells. And perhaps in 
the future the present situation will be 
reversed and Canada will get back the 
money it now sends to the United States 
for oil? 


WHERE ARE WE “AT”? 


The city council on Tuesday evening 
instructed Superintendent Cunningham to 
proceed to bring the city power plant up 
to a state of efficiency, along the lines of 
his recent report. This appears to mean 
that the superintendent is to go ahead and 
buy the two new boilers he recommended 
at a cost of $500,000, The plgnt certainly 
cannot be brought up to efficiency 
standard without that and the expendi- 
ture of $1,000,000 more.

Filling in Lives of Rural Women in British Isles 


Women's Institutes have a wonder-+———-—-——_-—__- 


ful and increasing appeal to women in 
the country districts in England, ac- 
cording to Miss Lillan Swanzy, for- 
merly actively engaged In Institute 
work in West Kent, who is now re- 
siding in the city, The Institutes 
were exactly what these women need- 
ed during war time, but their con- 
tinued activity ts largely due to the 
fact that women of all classes and 
creeds are welcomed, and to the rule 
that personal, religious or political 
differences are not allowed to in- 
terefere with the Institutes’ work, Miss 
Swanzy hejd several executive posi- 
tions in hér local institute and was 
secretary of the West Kent County 
Institute for a term, This charming 
English visitor has spent a year in 
Canada, her interests here being 
centred in Girl Guide work, She is 
the captain of the All Saints’ Guidos. 
War Days Were Lonely 

War days were lonely days, with 
the men away, and the women found 
comfort in gathering together in In- 
stitutes. These group mectings were 
also educational, as ration recipes. 
which had been found practical ip 
use, were exchanged, From this the 
movement grew until today it has ® 
very wide scope. Meetings are held 
once a month and are varied to sult 
all tastes so that one doesn’t mind 
sitting through a@ lecture on history 
this month, for next month there will 
be that Jooked-for demonstration of 
cooking, or vice versa, The Insti- 
tute works with the county council of 
education, and classes can be arrang- 
ed on any subject as long as enough 
members care to take then. The In- 
stitute also provides teachers for many 
of the courses, 


The great revival of folk dancing, 
which had been nearly forgotten 
during the last hundred years, is 
largely the result of the Institute's 
activities, The dramatic side has 
been greatly developed and play 
competitions are put on, the Judges 
being leading actors from the classic 
theatres in London, Shakespeare's 
plays are favorites of the Institutes. 
One of the Interesting features of 
the Institute exhibitions is that 
there are no prizes, One of the In- 
stitute exhibition ideals is to do 
work well without reward, and in- 
stead of prizes certificates »re 
awarded, which are greatly priced 
by those who receive them, There 
are cards on all returned articles 
with the judges’ marks so that the 
exhibitor can see exactly where ber 
work has fallen down, The festivals 
are arranged on a very large scale. 
In the West Kent festival, in which 
Miss Swanzy was interested, 80 In- 
stitutes took part, each one having 
a special act. 


Every Woman Welcome 


‘The tremendous appeal of+the In- 
stitutes has been largely due to the 
fact that every woman is welcome, 
no matter how poor she may be, In 
some country districts 90 per cent, of 
the women belong to the Institute. 
‘The popularity of the Institute de« 
pends on the district and the leaders. 
A president is allowed to hold offiee 
for only two years, 60 no small group 
of women can gain control, Each In- 
stitute sends a delegate to the county 
annual meeting, Although the In- 
stitutes take a great interest in thelr 
Village politics and arrange for all 
parties to speak to the members, na- 
tional politics and religious creeds are 
not allowed to be discussed, 

The closely populated country- 

side in England is largely respon- 
sible for the different development 

of the Institutes, which were {first 
organized in Canada, Each small 
village has its own interests and 
consequently its own Institute. The 
villages are so close together that 
there are many more Institutes and 
they can arrange joint affairs when 
they wish. In « radius of ten miles 
from the town in which Miss 

Swanty lived there were twenty In- 

stitutes, ;

‘Teen Ave Development is 
Subject to Many 
Influences 


_ The greatness of the task of mould- 
ing girl life is something overwhelm- 
ing. There are so many people’ in- 
fluencing her development; parents, 
brothers and sisters, aunts, uncles and 
cousins, girl and boy friends, teachers, 
ministers, Sunday school teachers and 
leaders, more remotely, but none the 
less surely actors and actresses, au- 
thors, sportsmen, legislators, magazine 
aba composers, painters and sculp- 
ors, 

The church concerns itself indLrect- 
ly with all of these influences, but 
creouy with the leader who meets 
with the group of girls on Sunday for 
* period of an hour nd sometimes 
during the week for an hour and a 
half, The challenge facing the leader 
is tremendous, With her are a group 
in ability and 
needs, which 
she, or some other person in her posi- 
tion, alone can meet, The leader, 
usually an individual possessing in- 
sight and ability, Christian character 
and a deep love for giris, in rare de- 
gree, girds herself with faith and des- 
pairs not, 

Friendly Relations 

First of all she establishes friendly 
relations with each member of the 
group. She understands that skilful 
leadership means the development of 
“Intelligent and fruitful methods of 
approach to people.” She shows her 
interest in each girl. She visits her 
home and assures the parenta of her 
desire to help their daughter. She 
knows each fils interests and en- 
\ironment, If necessary she seeks to 
enrich her life by cultivating the ap- 
preciation of beauty wherever found, 
in nature, books, music, pictures and 
personality, Often the leader is able 
to give vocational guidance, She seeks 
‘o share with the girls her experience 
«0 that they may the better be able 
fo meet the perplexing situations of 
complex modern life. She presents the 
ideals and principles of the Christian 
religion to the girls, knowing full well, 
‘hat no girl can have “abundant life’ 
\inless she knows God. In short, the 
leader's aim is “to help each girl to 
live life at its highest and best, show- 
ing the spirit of Jesus in relation to 
God and man through her home, 
school, church and community, thus 
contributing to the Kingdom of God,"

OTTAWA, April 25—The Cana- 
dian Counell on Child Welfare to- 
day announced that through the 
interest of the Canadian Life In- 
surance Officers’ association they 
will be enabled to undertake a 
three-year intensive educational 
campaign in the fleld of maternal 
and infant welfare, Health author- 
ities throughout Canada have been 
urging educational and adminis- 
trative efforts to reduce the heavy 
annual maternal death rate, and 
the .neediess loss of 50 many 
thousand Infants in the first month 
of life. 

The organization will now con- 
centrate on parental and post- 
natal Mterature, malnutrition and 
diet folders, published in both 


English and French, prepared and 
reviewed by competent authorities 
before release,

On the False Assumption That Women Are 


Different From Men," Says Dorothy Dix

} A learned psychologist has written a brilliant article in the current Har- 
| pers Magazine in which he shows that women are people and that they are 
cut off the same bolt of goods as men and have just about the same coloring 
and the same wearing qualities and come a 
out about the same in the wash of life, 
conabeiell 
All of which wo women have known 
ali along, and we have been shouting 
the information to our fathers and our 
husbands and our brothers and our sons 
for thousands of years, but they have 
shut their ears and wouldn't listen be- 
cause it was so mich more comfortable 
and agreeable to them to think we were 
the little sawdust dolis they had invent- 
ed than real women with brains and 
hearts and feelings and reactions just 
like thelr own, 


No, men don’t notice us when we tel! 
them we are human beings, even as they 
are, and that our greatest yearning is to be 
treated on that platform, They are willing 
to worship us as plaster saints or to make 
use of us as household conveniences or to 
play with us as toys as long as our paint 
doesn’t rub off, but when it comes to treat- 
ing us as they would treat another man who 
had about the same point of view as they 
had, that is something different yet again, 
Mawruss, and they simply can't bring themselves to do it, 


Why, nearly all of the mistakes that men make in dealing with wo- | 
men are based on this false assumption that women are different from 
men and don't think and feel about things as men do. Take the matter 
of personal Hberty, for instance. They were men who originated the 
theory that women love to be dependent, It was a man who devised the 
simile of the clinging vine and who depicted woman as having the time | 
of her life hanging limp and helpless onto the sturdy oak, 


Nine men out of 10 honestly believe that women have no desire for any 
individual liberty, They think women want to be in perpetual tutelage from 
the cradle and make up their minds for them and tell them where they get 
on and off and they never dream that a woman ever wants to fly the coup 
and go off by herself or to do things just because she wants to do them 
They know that they would rather be dead than have to be bossed all of 
their lives, but they are sure that women enjoy it because they are somehow 
built different from men. 


This belief isn't shaken by the fact that most of the happy, cheer- 
ful women one sees are the independent women who are earning thelr 
own livings and who have their own latchkeys and who are free just in 
the same way that men are free, 


The real reason that so many husbands treat their wives unjustly tn 
money matters ts because men labor under the superstition that women 
haven't the same feeling about financial independence that Sney have, The 
average man isn't a tightwad nor does he grudge his family anything he gives 
it. On the contrary, he is practically a slave to his household. He labors | 
unceasingly to provide for his wife and children and very little htat he makes | 
does he spend upon himself. | 


Nevertheless, a great many men refuse to give their wives any def 
inite allowance upon which to run the household or even a pittance for | 
their own use. They make their wives come to them like beggars for 
every cent and force them to wheedle and cajole and use the arts of thes 
courtesan to get out of them the price of a new dress or hat, 


Now the wife is the husband's partner, She has invested in the firm of 
Benedick & Co, all she has. She gives to {t all of her time and work, and in 
justice she is entitled to her falr share of the profits, to be given her as her 
right and not as a benefaction, 


No man would dream of treating a man as he treats his wife about 
money. He would expect to hand over to his man partner the latter's 
share of what the firm made. Nor would he endure for a minute binself 
the treatment he accords his wife.

But he ts perfectly amazed and utterly horrified when he finds out 
that a woman who has spent her life studying medicine or law or who 
has worked up in a store to be a bigh-priced buyer or who ts a ~uper~- 
excellent private secretary, prefers a career to cooking and is bored to 
tears by a vacuum cleaner and a sewing machine, 


Men think women are mysteriously constructed with some sort of a per- 
petual motion forgiver and forgetter that enables them to blot out from their 
consciousness any resentment at thelr husband's side-stepping, Of course, 
they realize that men haven't this faculty. When husband catches wife 
philandering he drags her forthwith to the divorce court, and no matter how 
much she repents he never trusts her again.

Explorer To Be Distinguished 


iFamous Arctic Traveller is 
Westerner of Icelandic | 
Parents 


Vilhjalmur Stefansson will be a 

distinguished visitor in Edmonton this 
summer. The celebrated Arctic ex- 
plorer is touring Canada under the 
auspices of the Canadian Chan- 
| tauqua and is scheduled to arrive here 
during the week of June 9-15, 
* Few people realize that the dis- 
| tinguished explorer is a true wester- 
ner, He was born at Ames, in Mani- 
| toba, of Icelandic parentage, in 1879 
His education was completed at the 
Universities of North Dakota and 
Iowa, later at Harvard. 

Starting as a newspaper reporter, 
he was later appointed to an instruc. 
torslip in Anthropology at Hervard, 
where he became deeply interested in 
Arctic problems, 

Stefansson made his first 
expedition to Iceland in 1904

In 1914, with two companions, he 
crossed the Beaufort sea on moving 
ice from Martin Point, Alaska, to the 
northwestern corner of Banks Island 

In 1915 he visited the sea weat of 
Prince Patrick Island and discovered 
more land to the north 

In 1916 he discovered 
west of Axel-Heiberg Island 

The following year he travelled 
again over moving ice as far as Li’ 
80 degrees, 30' N., Lon, 112 degrees N. 

The distinguished discoverer and 
explorer is the author of two books, 
“My Life with the Eskimos" (1913) 
and “The Friendly Arctic,” (1921), av 
anthropological report on the expe- 
dition of 1908-12, and many articles

When they can’t 
express their feelings they have to 
cry. People are so funny, they think 
@ child should know more than they | 
do, and when they can't express their 
feelings they are punished, I wish 
you many, many years at your work.” 

Answer-—Jealousy is a_ primitive 
emotion and children can feel it, long 
before they Know any name for it 
You see, you have expressed most ac- 
curately the exact motive that makes 
the child cry, He wants to be right 
in the middle of a situation instead 
of standing on one side allowing other 
people to enjoy it without him, What, 
dear Mrs, Steady Reader, is that ex- 
cept jealousy? We have a name for 
it and the child hasn't, but the thing 
that makes him cry and makes him 
push himself between you and demand 
to be noticed is jealousy whether he 
can say it or know what it is. 

The commonest type of jealousy we 
jhave in the home is the child's be- 
havior when the father notices the 
mother or vice versa instead of notic- 
ing him, When a new child comes in- 
to the family and the oldest child is 
temporarily neglected, even a tiny 
child will pinch and hit at the baby 
and thus express the jealousy he feels | 
toward him, Older children develop | 
into perfect little demons, demon- 
scrating behavior that the reasonable 
}adult feels is exactly the opposite to 
that which a@ jealous child would ex- 
hibit, We would expect that he would 
try to be sweeter and better and thus 
earn loving attention. Instead, when 
he is jealous, he misbehaves and earns 
censure and punishment. But it is) 
Jealousy, just the same, and when we | 
turn our attention toward him and 
give him the centre of the stage again, 
he ceases to angle for it by bad be- 
havior, 

We can't dismiss an emotion from a 
child's life merely because he doesn't 
kriow the name of it. Many a situa- 
tion can be cleared up if the mother 
understands how fundamental this 
emotion is, and how commonplace in 
the lives of children, You don't mind 
having me disagree with you so 
pointedly, do you? I just wanted you 
to be convinced that the jealousy of 
f& 19-month-old child is exactly the 
same jealousy that impels an adult to 
sulk in a corner or grow ugly and 
quarrelsome when he thinks the at- 
tention of his beloved one is wander- 
ing elsewhere.

The city of Edmonton will be the 
site for another memorial to the great-

In the following article from the pet 
of Dr. Macbeth is told the thrilling 
story of General Strange’s march at 
the head of his valiant column from 
Calgary to Edmonton to relieve the lat- 
ter city from its fears of another Frog 
Lake massacre at the hands of dissat- 
isfied and agitated Indians 

Judge Howay made his suggestion of 
a monument or cairn to Gen, Strang 
at a meeting of the Historic Sites Asso- 
clation at Ottawa, and Dr, Macbeth 
adds that Edmonton, the city he re- 
lieved, is the logical location for a me- 
morial to the gallant old general and 
his column 

Dr. Macbeth’s article follows: 

“In a recent highly interesting ar- 
ticle, the Hon. Frank Oliver, one of the 
best authorities on the subject, writes 
his recollection of the second Riel re- 
bellion, The article, while touching on 
the wider aspects of the subject, has 
specially authoritative notes regarding 
Edmonton, where Mr. Oliver was one 
of the most prominent and best tn 
formed residents at that time, He re- 
lates, with much vividness, the atti- 
tude of the Indians all over the district

Tents Vanished

the immense preventive value of those 
forced marches from Calgary into 
the north, as well as the general in- 
fluence of the movement all over the 
country, south as well as north, It 
was with that in view that most of | 
us enlisted in the Winnipeg Light In-} 
fantry, the only part of Strange’s 
force which had come into existence 
for the occasion, except a few irregu- 
lar scouts.

The rest of the force consisted of 
the Mounted Police detachments un- 
der Majors S. B, Steele and A, Bowen | 
Perry, Steele came down from the 
mountains where he was policing the 
construction of the Canadian Pacific 
railway. Perry, later for many years 
commissioner, came from Fort Mc- 
Lecd, bringing with him a_ nine- 
pounder gun, the only piece of ar- 
tillery we had in the column. The} 
other regiment with us was the 65th 
of Montreal, a French-Canadian body 
which proved itself capable of the ut- 
most devotion to duty of all kinds. 

It is interesting to recall that 
Starnes, the present commissioner of 
the Mounted Police, an officer in 
the 65th. Like a good many others 
who served in that campaign he saw 
the opportunity for usefulness in the 
famous police organization and re- 
turned to the west to join it shortly 
after the rebellion was quelled, An- 
other who later joined the Mounted

Fort Pitt Burned 


Next day, May 24, we fell in at 4 
a.m., under @ drizzling rain, and Gen- 
eral Strange, riding up, made a short 
terse speech, He praised the men for 
their amazing endurance on the long

‘They had rifle pits all around this 
hill, The nine-pounder which Perry 
brought from Fort McLeod did effect- 
ive service and there was a fusilade of 
small arms, After some hours of this 
with not many casualties there was a 
movement away by the Indians, which 
some scouts thought was an effort to 
get in behind us and cut off our zar- 
cba and scanty supplies. Strange 
would not allow that to happen and 
retired to the zareba, The fact was 
that Big Bear and his Indians were

Cameron Rescue 

Next night Steele with his mounted | 
men came into contact with one of the 
bands which had gone from French- 
man's Butte to Loon Lake. He made 
@ smashing attack and drove them 
across & morass. But two of his men, 
Fury and Fisk, were wounded, He had 
no transport and his troop horses 
could not cross the shaking morass 
But Steele had delivered a knockout 
blow and there was no more fighting

But we reached Cold Lake, a perfect 
mirror set down amid the glory of the 
forest primeval, We made shelters in 
the woods near the lake, but the 
v‘ights were so brief and wonderfu 
that far north that one enjoyed his 
turn on guard. We found that the 
prisoners were not far away, So our 
Indian scouts, skilled on the laké 
their birch canoes, got word 
and the prisoners were sent in, safe 
and sound and unharmed, to Fort 
Pitt, where other regiments that had 
come up With General Middleton were 
cncamped in case they would be re- 
quired 

‘The campaign was now over, 
all the rebel leaders arrested, 
t regiment remained behind for a 
time to look after some of the Indians 
who were to be put on trial.
